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SF Community 
College District 
Asked To Vote Gay 

San Francisco * In response to a 
direct request to do so by this 
reporter and others, Commis¬ 
sioner Peter M. Finnegan intro¬ 
duced a resolution before the 
S.F. Community College Dis¬ 
trict which will be considered 
on October 12, 1976. 

He was asked to have 
"sexual orientation" included 
among the protected categories 
listed in the District Policy 
Manual, and he is doing it. 

To effect any change of 
this type, it is necessary to 
have "two readings" of the pro¬ 
posed changes. According to 
By-laws and Regulations, Sec¬ 
tion 1.05, any policy or regula¬ 
tion may be adopted by the 
Board or may be amended or 
repealed by an affirmative vote 
by four members at any 
meeting, providing notice of the 


intended action has been given 
at a previousmeeting. 

A first reading has been 
made, and the changes in the 
first reading were put in printed 
form. 

As proposed, the manual 
will read, "It is the policy of the 
District to provide equal oppor¬ 
tunity in employment to all 
persons and to prohibit 
discrimination in employment 
because of race, color, religion, 
sex, sexual orientation , national 
origin, marital status, age or 
physical handicap." 

Finnegan is running for 
re-election for the College Dis¬ 
trict Board and hopes to win. 
He has been a consistent sup¬ 
porter of human rights and a 
friend to the gay community 
here, according to his record. 

He is 38, married, and has 
two children; and, like Gov. 
Jerry Brown, he was once a 
Jesuit. As a matter of fact, 
they were Jesuits together and 
are personal friends. The 
governor appointed him to the 


Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Appeals Board in 1974. 

He has been on the 
College Board since his election 
to the Board of Governors of 
the S.F. District Community 
College in 1972. 

He has worked for the 
Democratic National Commit¬ 
tee in Washington, D.C., and 
was there from 1963 to 1965. 
From 1965 to 1967, he was with 
the Peace Corps Training Pro¬ 
gram in South America. After 
that he worked as an Adminis¬ 
trative Assistant to Assembly- 
man John F. Foran. 

At the same time as he 
was doing political work he was 
also a teacher and academic 
lecturer and is currently work¬ 
ing on his PhD at the University 
of California at Berkeley. 

He was well received by 
the Alice B. Toklas Club 
recently where he spoke before 
an appreciative audience.

The battle is tight; a swing of 
votes either way can tip the election 
to one or the other.

Human Rights Commission of 
San Francisco adopted a resolu¬ 
tion regarding the gay com¬ 
munity at its May 13, 1976, 
meeting, John Morrissey voted 
against it, according to the 
HRC staff. 

That resolution was a 
joint action with the Gay 
Advisory Committee and the 
Youth and Education Commit¬ 
tee. It was intended to reduce 
the physical and verbal violence 
and harassment inflicted upon 
gay students in the Unified 
School District. 

It called for the portrayal 
of all life styles, including 


homosexual, in an objective and 
fair manner and the education 
of students to respect the basic 
human rights of all persons. 

The objectives were 
clearly stated and circulated in 
a memorandum which noted in 
its final "resolve" that gay 
students, as well as all students, 
have the right to attend school 
"free from physical and verbal 
violence." 

Not all the HRC members 
were there to vote, but 
Morrissey was; and, as usual in 
gay matters, he voted against 
the gay interest. 

At least he is out in front. 
It is becoming apparent that 
someone who voted for gay 
rights in public has been under¬ 
mining gay interests behind the 
scenes, at least that is the way 


Tom Armiano sees it. 

Armiano has been active 
in gay teachers affairs for some 
time, and he has been active 
with the Youth and Education 
Committee. 

When the HRC resolution 
was sent over to the Board of 
Education for implementation, 
it encountered resistance. 

According to several 
persons directly involved, who 
because they are staff persons 
are reluctant to point a finger 
at any commissioners, they 
have stated before the Gay 
Advisory Committee at its 
recent meeting that a commis¬ 
sioner who voted for gay rights 
on the public record may well 
have actively lobbied against

years," the Mayor declared; 
"Gain had to break the chains of 
tradition." 

"Gain is honest," Moscone 
said bluntly, "and those who are 
also honest in the Police 
Department are finding out that 
they will succeed." 

Reassured that the Mayor 
will continue to support Gain, 
the group turned to other 
topics. 

The idea of having "Com¬ 
munity Review" boards was 
strongly urged upon the Mayor 
who said he was aware of the 
proposal. 

These review boards 
would be set up in neighbor¬ 
hoods to hear disputes, 
especially involving juveniles. 
They would work in cooperation 
with the District Attorney’s 
office to provide an alternative 
to the court system to stem 
petty crime and provide neigh¬ 
borhood pressure on offenders. 

Sheriff Richard Hongisto 
came in for his share of praise 
from the group, which then 
turned to the topic of problems 
in jail. The work of the 
Women’s Jail Study Group was 
discussed by Judy Green and 
Mary Vail. 

They pointed out that 
there was no work furlough pro¬ 
gram for women as there was 
for the male prisoners. A pro¬ 
gram is being worked out and 
the need for 


discussed. The emphasis was on 
the re-allocation of funds 
rather than on the need or 
expectation of any additional 
appropriation. 

The problem of prostitu¬ 
tion was discussed in depth by 
Mary Vail who urged the 
Mayor's support for new legisla¬ 
tion at the state level to effect 
changes to help solve the thorny 
problem fairly without moral¬ 
izing. 

The Mayor's Committee 
on Criminal Justice came under 
sharp attack by members of the 
committee who complained to 
the Mayor about the lack of 
communication with that group 
and the difficulty of finding out 
when public hearings are being 
held. 

The Mayor noted that it is 
very difficult for him to get 
real evaluations from appoin¬ 
tees and staff who have a 
tendency to give a lot of "spon¬ 
taneous" support to colleagues 
when it is not justified. He did 
promise to set up direct contact 
with that committee and its 
chairperson in the near future. 
The hope being that this will 
facilitate better communica¬ 
tion. 

The Office of Citizens 
Complaints was discussed at 
length. Under the program, 
civilians rather than police 
officers would hear citizens 
the police. 
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Non-civil servants were 
urged to be used on the com¬ 
plaint boards to assure true 
support for the public interest. 

The Mayor indicated his 
support for the program but 
reminded the group that he, as 
a matter of policy, does not 
interfere in the decision-making 
processes of his appointees. 

He called attention to the 
members of the Police Commis¬ 
sion, whom he praised as being 
fair-minded, decent people who 
could be expected to act in the 
best interest of his citizens 
without his urging. 

Paul D. Hardman took the 
Chief Administrative Officer to 
task in the operation of his 
office and especially the hand¬ 
ling of the Hotel Tax funds. 

"Nothing," Hardman 

noted, "not one cent of the 
millions spent by the CAO, is 
spent to benefit the gay com¬ 
munity." 

The Pride Foundation, he 
reminded the Mayor, was quite 
prepared to bring suit against 
the city for discrimination if 
necessary. This was easy to 
prove, the Mayor was told, 
since Pride had the actual 


breakdown on money allocated 
by the CAO for all types of 
ethnic and racial and other 
minority purposes for the past 
six years. 

Community Centers have 
been built and provided by the 
city for many groups, but none 
for the gay community. 
Millions are spent on straight 
tourism; nothing is spent on 
informing the gay tourist 
regarding things of interest in 
the city for him or her. 

All kinds of festivals and 
parades are held and financed 
by the Hotel Tax, but never a 
gay function. The largest 
parades held in San Francisco 
have been gay functions, it was 
noted, and still the CAO has 
refused to help. 

"I will appoint the next 
CAO," the Mayor declared, "no 
matter how many the Board of 
Supervisors turn down until I 
get my appointment in. I can 
assure you that the gay com¬ 
munity will not be discrimi¬ 
nated against." 

After a good hour cover¬ 
ing many topics, the members 
of the delegation left the meet¬ 
ing with the feeling that some¬ 


thing had been accomplished.

(SIR). Energies once focused 
within the pacifist movement 
were transformed into gay 
activism. We became con¬ 
vinced that the suffering 
endured by youth - and later, 
we learned, many adults - was 
brought about by a cruel and

inhuman society. BUT, we also 
discovered that within that 
society - frequently outside of 
the gay community - there were 
some very fine, respectable and 
warm people. Among these we 
became associated with Dianne 
Feinstein, Willie Brown, Dick 
Hongisto and, later, George 
Moscone. We began to realize 
that "equality” was not just a 
political phrase, but that some 
politicians really believed in it - 
for gay people. 

It is not surprising to us 
now that those political giants 
that have joined us in attempt¬ 
ing to alleviate the suffering of 
the past - consistently support 
the same politicians. 

In the coming election, 
many gay people will be sup¬ 
porting Milton Marks for the 
State Senate. This is under¬ 
standable because Marks has 
been around a long time. He 
attends more gay functions than 
any gay person in the city. 
Many people are overwhelmed 
by his constant attendance at 
gay social events . . . but it 
hurts this writer deeply to see 
such easy attention paid to a 
person who has done absolutely 
nothing in the capitol to 
eliminate laws that still cripple 
us and cause many gay people 
pain - the required lifetime 
registration of "sexual 
offenders," discrimination 

against gay people in employ¬ 


ment and housing, the denials of 
licenses to gay people because 
of "moral terpitude" and the 
prohibition against sexual 
solicitation - to mention a few. 
The need for a change in 
Sacramento is so great that 
another dull term under Marks 
should be fought - not endorsed 
- by those who believe in 
eliminating the suffering. 

Those who attack Jimmy 
Carter are a strange lot if they 
claim to be interested in bring¬ 
ing about our liberation. Carter 
has been consistent about one 
thing - his open support of the 
Bella Abzug bill (which would 
include gay rights in the 
national Civil Rights Act) and 
his emphatic stand in favor of 
equal employment rights for 
gay people in the military and 
in other federal employment. 
Ford has no position and says he 
doesn't understand these people 
with "problems." 

Any gay person who would 
support S. I. Hayakawa for the 
U.S. Senate needs a psychi¬ 
atrist. This reporter has 
checked with Hayakawa's staff 
and verified that the former 
S.F. State official DID say 
these words, "I am deeply, 
deeply, deeply prejudiced 
against homosexuality and I will 
vote that way." 

When you match Bob 
Mendelsohn for State Senate, 
Jimmy Carter for President and

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opponent; he would have, no 
doubt, * been beaten had the 
Republicans put up a different 
candidate against him. His big¬ 
gest hope this year might be the 
same situation - he is running 
against Hayakawa; had the GOP 
nominated Bob Finch, A1 Bell, 
or any one of a dozen other 
Republicans, Tunney wouldn't 
stand a chance. Tunney has 
managed to acquire a "playboy" 
image as a Senator he is finding 
impossible to shed. John 
Tunney's inability to make up 
his mind on just about anything 
has earned him the dubious title 
of "Senator Flip-Flop" among 
many critics. 

Shortly after his election 
to the Senate, Tunney, who had 
opposed building the supersonic 
transport during the campaign, 
attended a hearing on it in Los 
Angeles. The testimony con¬ 
vinced him to change his posi¬ 
tion and favor the plane. When 
he returned to Washington, 
however, he attended some 
Senate hearings on the issue and 
once again changed his mind 
and decided to vote against the 
SST. Two other issues on which 
the junior California Senator 
has changed his mind are 
National Health Insurance, 
which Tunney first strongly sup¬ 
ported and now opposes because 
he thinks it would cost too 
much, and de-regulation of 
natural gas prices, which he had 
originally opposed, but says he 
now favors. 

His attandance record on 
the Senate floor when major 
legislation came up for votes 
leayes much to be desired. The 
roll-call finds bill after bill with 
the notation of either "absent" 
or "paired but not voting" after 
Tunney's name. He has the 
image problem of being a "play¬ 
boy" and a "lightweight" - I 
don't know about his being a 
"playboy," but the definition of 
being a "lightweight Senator" 
fits him to the proverbial "T." 
Tunney's supporters would take 
issue with me on my definition 
of the Senator, and, to be 
honest about it, Tunney has had 
moderate success in getting 
legislation passed; over thirty 
bills and amendments offered 
by Tunney since he entered the 
Senate are now law. They 
range from minor legislation to 
major efforts such as the Noise 
Pollution Control Act, the 
extension of Voting Rights Act, 
and the Toxic Substances 
Control Act which, after four 
years of work in Congress, has 
been sent to the White House 
for President Ford’s signature. 

Behind the gleaming 
teeth, the big eyes, and care¬ 
fully styled hair is a person who 
is sensitive, has experienced 
personal pain (such as a recent 
divorce), likes being being a 
Senator, and who really does 
want to be recognized as a

serious legislator. Yet, despite 
the fact that he beat Murphy in 
1970 by over 600,000 votes, he 
is in serious trouble against the 
bright, likable Dr. Hayakawa. 
National political observers see 
California as one of the Repub¬ 
licans brightest prospects to 
knock out a Democratic incum¬ 
bent in the Senate. Tunney is 
running scared - and it shows 
when you talk with him about 
the current campaign; asked 
about a recent poll that shows 
his race with Hayakawa to be 
about even, Tunney snapped, 
"Polls in California don't mean 
a damn thing." Tunney later 
conceded the race is about 
even; and no one will be 
shocked if Tunney wakes up the 
morning of November 3rd to 
find himself out of a job. 
Personally, running against any 
other candidate, I would have 
trouble finding reason to sup¬ 
port John Tunney - I think he 
has been, at best, a mediocre 
Senator; he doesn't even belong 
in the same ballpark with an 
Alan Cranston, or even Oregon's 
Mark Hatfield. 

However, the alternative 
is Dr. Hayakawa. It has been 
widely reported that Mr. 
Hayakawa dislikes homosexuals. 
The ADVOCATE carried a press 
story saying that Hayakawa had 
told a Women's Group in 
Southern California that he is 
"deeply opposed to homo¬ 
sexuality and would vote that

way in the Senate" - on that 
story, and that story alone, I 
urge a vote for Tunney on 
November 2. We have come too 
far to go back with a United 
States Senator from this state 
who wants no part of us. 
Although Gene Prat, who is 
campaigning hard for Dr. 
Hayakawa, assured me that the 
Canadian-born, Japanese- 

American Hayakawa made no 
such statement, the Republican 
candidate's office has made no 
move to refute the report. In 
essence, I feel a little better 
with John Tunney than I would 
with "Sam" Hayakawa when it 
comes to the rights of gay 
citizens. 

If you have concluded that 
I am voting against Hayakawa 
rather than for John Tunney,

Sexual Trauma Ctr. 

"The Sexual Trauma 
Center is an idea that's time 
has come." Although the San 
Francisco Health Department's 
Emergency Medical Service has 
been treating rape victims for 
more than thirty years, it was 
in April 1975 that a volunteer 
counseling component was 
started at Central Emergency 
(medical aid station at Polk and 
Ivy Streets). Formerly known 
as the Center for Victims of 
Sexual Assault, the service has 
grown and is now designated the 
Sexual Trauma Center. 

It has only been in the 
past few months that the 
information and referral seg¬ 
ment of the program has caught 
fire in the community. .The 
difference apparently is in the 
Center's broadened concept. 
Not only is crisis counseling 
being offered at Central for all 
types " of victims of sexual 
assault, but a solid "awareness" 
campaign has been launched by 
the staff and more than fifty 
counselors ... to broaden 
individual and group awareness 
regarding the many types of 
Sexual trauma, and the stagger¬ 
ing numbers of "hidden" victims 
of sexual exploitation in our 
area and nation. 

More than 480 cases of 
sexual trauma were seen at 
Central Emergency in the past 
year (twelve months ending 
May I, 1976). The ages of the

victims ranged from eight 
months to 92 years. There were 
54 victims of both sexes under 
13 years of age and, while the 
largest age group were young 
adults, twelve victims were 
over 60 years of age. The 
sexually traumatized include 
males as well as adult females, 
children, adolescents, gays, 
prostitutes, mentally handi¬ 
capped, elderly, and those with 
serious other problems of drug/- 
alcohol abuse and deep 
psychiatric troubles. 

Services are available at 
the Sexual Trauma Center on a 
24-hour basis and are confiden¬ 
tial. The victim or family need 
not file charges with the Police 
Department. There is no 
charge for treatment of sexual 
abuse. Volunteer counselors 
each work two 4-hour and one 
8-hour shift each month. The 
Center is anxious to help 
develop community awareness 
and resources for victims of 
sexual trauma, and will 
welcome requests for informa¬ 
tion and for volunteer training 
at the office (135 Polk Street) 
or by phone (558-3824). Lois 
Dolan is coordinator.

America — the public humilia¬ 
tion and forced resignation of 
the most consummately evil 

doppleganger ever to sit in the 


Oval Office (and I better not 
have to tell you who that was). 
Richard Norman was right: 
Nixon has brought back our 
natural distrust of American 
government. The sadder-but- 
wiser nation. Stuff like that, 
y'know? 

Why, then, are so many 
people so willing to support 
another opportunist who makes 
a campaign of pulling wool over 
our collective eyes? For, in the 
final analysis, James Earl 
Carter is nothing more than a 
Democratic version of Ford/ 
Nixon, spouting phony peace- 
and-love platitudes as he shucks 
and jives his mingy way into the 
hearts and minds of the 
American people. What else 


are Carter's constant toutings 
of love-will-keep-us-together, 
if not a re-packaged version of 
that classic Nixonian saw, "Let 
us turn our faces away from 
conflict"? (And we know why 
he wanted us to turn our faces, 
don't we? He didn't want us to 
look at his closet, packed 
"Fibber McGee and Molly" 
style, with skeletons. Who 
knows what Carter's trying to 
gloss over with his "love me- 
trust me" spiel?) 

And, like Ford/Nixon, 
Carter is either two-faced or a 
compulsive liar, depending on 
how strongly you word your 
opinion. The classic example of 
this was, of course, Carter's 
shuck on Gay rights; but let's 
delve into a couple of others as 
well: Carter's "wholehearted" 

support of the Jews, followed 
by a statement that he would 
put the borders of Israel back to 
the pre-1967 boundaries; his 
incessant platitudes of creating 
an honest government, coupled 
with a remark to Washington 
legislators that he "will expect 
(them) to clear legislation with 
me in the formulative stages" 
(this and the previous contra¬ 
diction were reported in a 
recent issue of New Times) ; his 
mouthings about tax reform and 
his recent faux pas in that 
matter, and just so many others 
that glowingly verify the "two¬ 
faced/liar" accusation. 

Too, Carter has demon¬ 


strated that he is not above 
selling out his beliefs for a few 
votes. Campaigning in 

Mississippi recently, he lauded 
resident Senators Eastland and 
Stennis for their "courageous" 
and "progressive" strides in civil 
liberties. This came as a sur¬ 
prise to everybody with even 

half a gram of political savvy, 
because Eastland and Stennis 
have long been known as 

senators who have opposed any 
way, shape or form of integra¬ 
tion, and have established 

themselves as out-and-out 

bigots from the word go. 

I could go on and on: 
Carter's pro-family/anti-single 
stand, his hedging-the-bets on 
the amnesty issue by saying he 
would issue a pardon rather 
than unconditional amnesty . . . 
but it ail pales before one stag¬ 
gering, monolithic item. 

His religion. 

Now that's what really 
scares the piss out of me. 

Because, despite all the 
gaffes, blunders and bummers 
he's laid on us during the cam¬ 
paign — which, I feel, are more 
than enough to expose Carter 
for the threat to America that 
he is — or will be during the 
next four years — he is still 
idolized and worshipped. And 
here is the key to Carter's 
success: he has corralled 

Nixon's fabled "Silent Majority" 
. . . the scuttlefish in the Great 
American Heartland who 




















believe in "America: Love It or 
Leave It," who believed we 
were in Vietnam for a noble 
purpose, who would have shot 
down more than four students 
had they been on the firing line 
at Kent State, who believe that 
everyone on welfare or Social 
Security are chiselers who 
sponge off the taxpayers' hard- 
earned money, who want to 
ignore the realities of life 
around them and retreat to 
their turn-of-the-century days 
of whey-faced youth. These are 
the people whose boob opinions 
have kept America in social and 
economic chains for 200 years. 
These are the people who will 
go to the polls on November 2 
and pull those levers that will 
put Jimmy Carter in the White 
House. 

His religion is what 
accomplished it all. Religion 
means morals: simple, home- 
spun philosophies from a nice 
man with a friendly smile that 
people can trust. Carter's cam¬ 
paign radiates that message: 
"Yes, folks, we can return to 
1901, when right was right and 
wrong was wrong. Look at me; 
I'm doing it!" 

This, then, is the secret of 
the Carter Charisma. And the 
Silent Majority have eaten it 
up. They don't want to know 
the issues, they don't care; all 
they want is someone they can 
trust. Carter has provided 
them with that illusion. And his 


supporters will do anything and 
everything to hold on to that 
fleeting dream. Now, here's 
why I'm really afraid of Carter: 

We, as Gay people, are a 
threat to that dream. The 
conclusion is inescapable: 
under a President who has 
stated repeatedly that he 
regards homosexuality as "an 
abomination," the Silent 
Majority will do everything they 
can to eliminate our threat. 
We, as Gays, will become vic¬ 
tims of an age of witch-hunting 
that will make the era of Joe 
McCarthy look like the Age of 
enlightenment. 

Now maybe that seems 
improbable here in our Mecca, 
our Gay Ivory Tower, but it is 
the logical next step in places 
such as Los Angeles, New York 
and the Great American Heart¬ 
land. The dynamite has been 
laid, and the election of Carter 
will serve to light the fuse. 

America has long been a 
nation where we tend to let our 
art-forms exploit us. We see 
Bruce Lee kicking the crap out 
of some guy, and the nation 
goes off kung-fu fighting. A 
new twist is added to soul 
music, and Discomania bounces' 
across America faster them the 
Night of the Lepus. 

So, too, have we swal¬ 
lowed in its entirety the myth 
of the Common Man, the 
Ordinary Fella with that good, 
down-home horse-sense, the Mr. i 


Deeds and Joe Averages who, 
because of their religious 
beliefs and homespun philoso¬ 
phies, save the day every time. 

This is why Jimmy Carter 
is where he is, and why he will 
be our next President. People 
have been through so many 
changes in the last few years, 
so many cataclysmic upheavals, 
so many ripples that have 
formed on their placid little 
frog-ponds . . . and they're 
tired. They want to rest, they 
want to return to a simpler 
time (and if you don't believe 
me, then explain the Fifties 
Revived and how a simpering 
mass of porridge like "Happy 
Days" has stayed up in the 
Neilsen Top Ten since it first 
came on the air.). 

And there, bare feet 
standing on good Georgia soil, 


overalls on, straw between his 
teeth, waiting for them with 
open arms to take them back to 
Never-Never Land of simple 
truths, homespun philosophies 
and good, God-fearing religious 
values — is our next President, 
Jimmy Carter.

Rita Moreno

At the age of 5, she began her 
career dancing in a Greenwich 
Village nightclub; by 15, she had 
quit school and was dancing in clip 
joints in Spanish Harlem in New 
York, always with one eye peeled 
for the next raid. And at 16, she was 
put under contract to M.G.M. The 
dream of every young girl ... ex¬ 
cept she spent the next twelve 
years languishing in the Hollywood 
vineyards spouting such deathless 
dialogue as "You rape my seester, 
Yankee peeeg. I keel you!", always 
with enormous hoop earrings and 
bare feet. Rita Moreno was Holly¬ 
wood's token Puerto Rican, locked 
into a "spitefire" image that finally 
paid off in 1961 when she won the 
Oscar as Best Supporting Actress 
for her portrayal of Anita in 
"West Side Story". And with the 
Oscar came offers for more, of the 
same, so she packed it in, left 
Hollywood and moved to England 
and didn't make another film for 
seven years. "Then Marlon Brando 
called and asked if I'd like to make a 
movie with him in France. I said, 
'Does the Queen Mother squat to 
pee?!' " 

Now, 15 years after "West 
Side Story", Rita Moreno is back 
on top as Googie Gomez in "The 
Ritz" and Oscar talk once again 
abounds. But this time Rita is par¬ 
odying her old image and all those 
dreadful parts as she stomps and 
swears, cajoles and sings offkey as 
the Puerto Rican no-talent Googie. 
For which she won the Tony Award 
on Broadway. She actually created 
the character of Googie during a 
rehearsal break of "West Side 
Story" and hauled it out for parties 
over the years. Then playwright 
Terence McNally saw her perform 
Googie one night at a party and 
wrote it into his new play, and the 
Moreno career swung into high 
again. Now she's made a pilot for 
ABC for next season based upon 
the same character and she's 
awaiting final ' word to know if 
Googie, nee Rosa Dolores (her real 
name), will be around for quite a 
while to come. 

"She's a wonderful character 
because you can put her in so many 
funny situations. I want her to go 
to Shakespeare class in the show. 
She's so vulnerable, she's just a 
barracuda when it comes to her 
career. But I know what's sweet 
and dear about her; she amuses 
me. I think the amazing thing about 
Googie is she will always work, 
she'll always find a gig. She's not a 
loser. Like me, she's a real 
survivor!" 

I casually mention that "The 
Ritz" has been criticized as rein¬ 
forcing the gay stereotype. The 
Moreno temper flashes to the fore 
as she snaps, "That's bullshit! It's 
not a movie about any of that! 
That's just beating a dead horse. If 
you want to take that tact, you'd 
have to examine every character in 
the movie. It's a farce. Besides, 
that's Terence McNally's style. He 
loves to offend. This is very mild 
for him." And the talk about 
another Oscar? "That would be the 
cherry on the cake." 

Rita Moreno enters a room and 
immediately is a galvanizing pres¬ 
ence. She has an electric person¬ 
ality that picks up the tempo of 
whomever she is with at the 
moment. She can kibbitz with the

The sense of humor pervades 
every Moreno story.

I figure number fif¬ 
teen is worth a quarter of a million 
bucks!" 

There is little humor, however, 
in her early feeling that a little girl 
from Puerto Rico was working in a 
hostile country. "It took me a long 
time to get over that." (On Oct. 

29th, she will be presented with an 
Achievement Award from the 
Puerto Rican Civil Rights). And her 
acting is a very serious business 
indeed to her. 

"I'm a real stage actress. The 
more I rehearse, the better I get. I 
will definitely be doing 'The Rose 
Tatoo' in New York in the Spring, 
no matter what happens with the 
pilot.

The rich August days I 
spent with Tony in Southampton 
melted into another like cream 
folding into honey. I felt as if I 
had been fished from the Nile 
to fulfill some immortal long¬ 
ings. 

Late-night walks along

Swimming out 
to the float, lying there like 
silent lizards darkening in the 
intense sun.

Watching him handle a 
shovel, a clam rake, a motor 
boat. Letting him feed me, 
comb my hair, polish my legs 
with suntan lotion.

Meeting him at the train, 
his daily excited phone calls 
from Manhattan and other 
public moments of incompa¬ 
rable pleasure.

In his exuberant, Cockney 
company, I no longer felt like 
the western conservationist I 
had shriveled into. 

We experienced flicker- 
ings of an out-of-this-world 
paradise where body, emotions, 
mind suffuse another being.

I sensed life had graced 
me greatly. That this man was 
more them a love object.

And for a time I read life with a 
different language. A dialect 
that respoke faith. Telling me 
that in the parade of faces and 
bodies, the false starts, the 
conquests and losses.

Images imploded. That 
henceforth life began or ended 
around this Antony. You 
reached out and he reached 
back at the same time. You 
accepted a new destiny — 
Nothing else mattered because 
all that mattered was before 
you. 

And I followed, trance¬ 
like, as a weary veteran 
wandering away from the front 
lines. Dropping along the way 
his instruments of war. His 
helmet, his bayonet, his first- 
aid kit. My job, my apartment, 
my car, my friends, my family. 
Their meaning fell away. 

In late August I wrote my 
best friend, "These many years I 
have treaded water . . . waiting, 
floating, drifting. A

and I have begun the swim out 
to sea. Tony is now everything, 
for outside of him there is 
nothing." 


"This time I can't even be 
wrong or hurt because there is 
only a Tony -- and no after 
Tony. For even having had 
what I have of him, I now have 
had enough of life." 

"I guess you could call 
that a very, very tall tale. Only 
difficulty it has no ending — 
being slightly out of time and 
space — it is like water lapping 
against a dock, a sea gull sliding 
into an air current. I've let 
myself be had and all that 
remains is to spin out the‘weary 
thread of my life. Into 
another's hands or into the dust 
bin. Life and death no longer 
elude me. I am knowing them 
both — perhaps for the first 
time." 

As the rest of the nation 
began to put away their lawn 
furniture and bring the 
geraniums indoors, San 
Francisco belatedly begins her 
summer. I returned west to 
settle my affairs. Our love was 
still a sun at its zenith.

called from New York, the first 
time in six days. To our mutual 
relief, we (reluctantly?) agreed 
to postpone my moving east or 
his escaping to California. He 
had agreed to cater three 
weddings and two luncheons in 
the weeks to come. Under¬ 
standably, he can't seem to find 
us the "right" apartment, and he 
finds it hard to abandon his 
sponsor . . . who apparently 
never knew they were not 
lovers. 

For myself, somehow I 
had to crawl back in and off 
some feathery limb without too 
much embarrassment. "Just 
like that" we had ignited, and 
"just like that" we had stalled. 
As one friend commented on his 
lover, "Paul, it's not what you 
expect; it's what you get." I 
gather once again I had muddled 
the two. 

When our time came, 
neither of us could deliver. It 
lies stillborn within us, on the 
edge of October, the victim of 
a sudden, fearful chill. 

I wonder if I will ever 

understand or undertake any 

thing again — including myself 
and my fictitious existence.

She can take The Fleet- 
woods' old rock hit, "Come 
Softly to Me," and breathe new 
life into it, or she can conjure 
images of Piaf in a pinspot in 
her simple black dress with 
Gilbert Becaud's "Llmportant 
C'est la Rose." While her 
repertoire is heavily downbeat, 
no two numbers ever strike a 
similar response. She also 
possesses one of the best placed 
voices to come along in years; 
Jane Olivor is in total control 
and I felt privileged to hear and 
see her as I felt years back 
when a girl named Streisand 
walked onto the stage of the 
Bon Soir in New York and 
electrified the room. 

Comparisons to Streisand 
seem inevitable if unfair. 
Olivor does not possess the 
range of a Streisand, but 
neither does she possess the 
harsh strident quality or 
abrasive personality that have 
marred several Streisand 
outings. There is no question, 
Streisand is a wonder . . . but so 
is Jane Olivor. The 60's gave us 
Barbra; possibly the 70's will be 
remembered for giving us Jane. 


Club: Armando 
Jones & Co. 

At Gordon's Restaurant, 
Armando Jones & Company may 
be heard every weekend in the 
back room. Jones is a person¬ 
able fellow who offers a grab- 
bag of songs that make for 
enjoyable if unexciting 
listening. He is a good lounge 
act that makes little demand 
upon his audience. Best of his 
material is "I Found A Million 
Dollar Baby," "Malaguena 
Salerosa," and the ever-popular 
"Send in the Clowns." There is 
a dreadful "I Am So Happy" 
original composition, but the 
majority of his repertoire is 
current standards. His voice is 
clear with good control and 
lyric interpretation, and Gary 
Malkin on piano and Michael 
Kruge on bass guitar provide 
excellent backup, although the 
sound system in the front of the 
room makes for difficult dis¬ 
tinction between voice and 
backup. The food at Gordon's is 
excellent, and after dinner, an 
hour with Armando Jones & Co. 
makes for a good capper.

would-be zany farce involving 
an Italian husband escaping his 
brother-in-law, who wants to 
kill him, by hiding out in a gay 
baths, a la Continental in New 
York; and the resulting confron¬ 
tations between the straight 
macho Italians and the swish 
clientele are often very funny 
under Richard Lester’s brisk 
direction. There is nothing 
subtle or unstated in "The 
Ritz;" everyone in the film is a 
giant cliche, and the film often 
seems to strain too hard for 
laughs. 

Broad slapstick is the rule 
of "The Ritz" and what strives 
to be uproarious becomes 
labored. But it is definitely a 
film that has many bright, 
hilarious moments, mainly 
thanks to the superlative per¬ 
formances of Jack Weston as 
the harried Gaetano and Rita 
Moreno as the Puerto Rican 
would-be bombshell Googie 
Gomez. Both Weston and 
Moreno capture perfectly the 
Feydeau farce quality and the 
sweeping caricatures that make 
them dominate the screen from 
start to finish. Moreno's 
entrance alone is worth the 
entire admission charge. 
Googie is a no-talent spitfire 
who sings downstairs in the 
baths waiting for Hal Prince or 
David Merrick to discover her, 
and she would kill anyone who 
stands in her way. Moreno fires 
off a broadside avalanche of 
one-liners and quicksilver 
reactions that are brilliant, 
creating in the process an 
unforgettably comic character. 
Weston, in contrast, manages to 
convincingly look perplexed and 
harassed for 96 minutes, while 
dodging in and out of disguise 
and fighting off an ardent 
chubby chaser, well played by

brother-in-law 


Paul B. Price, 
the gangster 

plays predictably on one 
monotonous level, and Kaye 
Ballard makes a token appear¬ 
ance toward the end that 
garners a few guffaws. F. 
Murray Abraham is excellent as 
the flaming queen of the tubs, 
announcing "the orgy will begin 
in five minutes in room 304," 
and Treat Williams offers body- 
watchers a field day as the 
straight detective with the 
squeaky falsetto voice. 

Terence McNally's play 
allows no room for dimension; 
straights are 50's macho and 
gay is screaming. But the gross 
unfairness applies all the way 
down the line, so you can only 
go with it and enjoy the farcical 
aspect of "The Ritz" and not 
expect anything but stereo¬ 
types. It is strictly a visual 
romp; and, as such, it is often 
hilarious. Enjoy it for what it 
is, an old farce updated to a 
modem locale, and don't make 
demands. Moreno and Weston 
and a fine company of support¬ 


ing players make "The Ritz" a 
very entertaining film with a 
very superficial script.

Richard Purvis augmented his 
program with preludial harp 
music by the Marin Harp 
Ensemble consisting of seven 
young women and one very 
young man all playing under the 
direction of conductor Dale 
Wood. They were graciously 
received with hardly a notice 
that this unique young group of 
dedicated musicians are to be 
admired for their technical 
interest in the difficult but 
beautiful music for the harp. 

When Ted Alan Worth was 
introduced, the audience came 
alive and greeted him warmly. 
Quiet was restored only when 
he announced his first selection, 
Andre Campra's processional 
"Rigaudon," which he performed 
with all his theatrical talent 
and all the fanfare of which the 
Travelling Royal V Organ is 
capable. Worth is really a fine 
musician and a technical organ 
keyboard authority. 

This was followed by the 
Christmas March by Louis 
Claude d'Aquin-Dupre, "Echo 
Noel" and the "Adagio in 
G Minor" by Tomaso Albinoni. 
For his showpiece of the 
evening, Mr. Worth performed 
the Bach Toccata and Fugue in 


D Minor which resounded up 
into the lofty dome of the great 
cathedral which was embel¬ 
lished in interesting light 
patterns, subtle but effectively 
designed. 

Despite his youthfulness 
as a talented genius at the 
organ keyboard, Mr. Worth 
demonstrated great warmth and 
feeling with his rendition of 
Carlos Salzedo's "Fraicheur" 
which he performed in concert 
with the harp ensemble to the 
complete approval and enjoy¬ 
ment of the over-packed 
audience. 

Mr. Worth also joined with 
the Women's Chamber Chorus 
of the San Francisco Civic 
Chorale in Sigfried Karg-Elert's 
"Fugue, Kansone and Epilogue" 
which was magnificently played 
by solo violinist Eugele Stoia 
under the direction of Jeanne 
Walsh, conducting. Two pieces 
by Frederick Delius, "Sleigh 
Ride" and "Serenade from 
Hassan," completed the first 
half of Mr. Worth's concert. 

Comments from the audi¬ 
ence during the intermission 
reflected the enthusiasm for 
the festival and for Ted Alan 
Worth's part in making it all

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possible in cooperation with the 
sponsors and staff of the 
cathedral. The concensus was 
that this could easily and 
profitably become a welcome 
annual musical event in San 
Francisco. 

On September 12 Joyce 
Jones, head of the organ 
department at Baylor 

University and resident organist 
at that largest of all Baptist 
universities, delighted the audi¬ 
ence by performing a program 
of Bach, Liszt, Dupre and 
Vivaldi. Joyce Jones was once 
a student of Richard Purvis and 
was here to pay her tribute to 
this renowned musician and 
composer. 

Anthony Newman filled 
the September 17 slot, delight¬ 
ing the audience with a program 
played alternately on the 
cathedral’s own fine Ruffatti 
Organ and the authentically 
voiced five manual electronic 
Royal V Travelling Rodgers 
Organ. 

The master himself, 
Richard Purvis, thrilled another 
capacity audience on 


September 18 as he performed a 
program by Bach, Marcel 
Dupre, Handel, Cesar Franck 
and concluded his concert with 
one of his many compositions, 
"The Saint Francis Suite," which 
he wrote in honor of the name¬ 
sake of our beloved city. 

It was not until the final 
concert performance of the 
festival on September 26 when 
the talents and genius of 
Richard Purvis as a composer 
were displayed on the two giant 
organs by Tom Hazelton and 
Ted Alan Worth as they per¬ 
formed the "Processional on 
Lyra Davidica" with the brass 
section of trumpets, trombones 
and tympani which was com¬ 
posed by Mr. Purvis for the 
dedication of San Francisco's 
own Grace Cathedral where, for 
years, he was the resident 
organist. 

Hazelton and Worth were 
joined by the 75-voice San 
Francisco Symphony Chorus 
under the direction of Louis 
Magor but which was conducted 
for the festival by Mr. Purvis 
who also conducted the vocal

soloists, trumpet soloist, violin 
soloist and harp duo. 

The enthusiastic and 
generous applause of the audi¬ 
ence accelerated with each 
selection conducted by Mr. 
Purvis. After concluding the 
first half of his performance, 
Mr. Purvis conducted his "Mass 
of Saint Nicholas" which is a 
traditional Christmas musical 
favorite performed at Grace 
Cathedral. 

With a great sense of 
theatrics, Mr. Purvis conducted 
the Chorus, the Brass Ensemble, 
the Soloists, the Tympani, the 
Marin Harp Ensemble, and the 
two giant organs in a rafters- 
shaking rendition of "Praise To 
The Lord." Having passed out 
the music and lyrics to the 
entire audience, he invited 
them to sing along with this 
prestigious group of profes¬ 
sional musicians. And they did! 
Mr. Purvis applauded the audi¬ 
ence. The entire audience 
arose in tribute and applause to 
Mr. Purvis. 

It was just seven o’clock 
and already the entire plaza in 
front of St. Mary's Cathedral 
was filled to total capacity with 
eager music lovers who came 
early to assure themselves of a 
seat. The five sections of the 


great bronze doors to the 
cathedral were the organizing 
divisions for those who had 
certain types of tickets and 
those who had none but wished 
to buy whatever admission was 
still available. At 7:30 P.M., a 
full half-hour before the 
scheduled concert was to begin, 
the doors were opened and the 
ticket holders begem to file into 
the simple but exquisite nave of 
the modern cathedral; after¬ 
wards, those who were buying 
tickets were admitted and the 
entire building was filled to 
over-capacity. At least one 
thousand persons were left 
standing or contented them¬ 
selves with sitting on the floor 
in the rear of the building. 

The Festival of Organ 
Virtuosos was an unprecedented 
success, artistically and finan¬ 
cially. It took a lot of organ¬ 
izing skill and ability to bring 
such an all-encompassing 
musical fete together. It was a 
thrilling theatrical experience 
coupled with the finest of 
musical . talents brought 
together in a concert series at a 
most modest price. 

If the final program was a 
tribute to Mr. Richard Purvis, 
the Ted Alan Worth program 
was a well-earned tribute to the 
producer and impresario of this 
most ambitious and 

professionally-managed per¬ 
formance. 

If you missed the Festival, 
hope and pray that it will be 
scheduled again next year. If 
not, then you must seek out 
when and where these virtuosos 
of the multi-manual organ key¬ 
boards will be performing and 
make every effort to catch 
them for a thrilling musical 
experience.

Hasten Down 
The Wind 

(ASYLUM) 

LINDA RONSTADT 

When David McGee says 
in ROLLING STONE that 
HASTEN DOWN THE WIND is 
"a fine album that begs closer 
inspection than, I fear, many of 
us are willing to give to Linda 
Ronstadt’s art," he's talking 
about the kind of unaware, in¬ 
sensitive straight American 
male whose life v experiences 
leave him incompetent to deal 
with an artist like Ronstadt. 
That McGee reviewed her new 
LP in the world's most pop- 
prestigious rock publication, 
bears witness to the creeping 
establishmentization of the 
once radicalish STONE, and 
says nothing of value about this 
truly outstanding work by one 
of America's most important 
artists. 

One hardly expects a 
straight, white, middle class 
American to be able to identify 
with what Linda is singing 
about. HEART LIKE A WHEEL 
and DON'T CRY NOW were 
among the great albums of the 
decade; HASTEN DOWN THE 
WIND is no less a masterpiece. 
Her most successful songs, and 
all three LP's are full of them, 
deal with the painful/beautiful 
essence of love. Her songs are 
about the anguish and ecstacy 
involved in human relationships 
and, if there is anything besides 
attraction to one's own sex that 
gay people have in common, it 
is a heavy focusing of energy 
on, and pre-occupation with, 
relationships. Like Willie 
Nelson, Ronstadt has the gift to 
communicate the simple, yet 
consuming passions and 

poignancies of love. Her songs 
explore helplessness, confusion, 
desperation, emotional issues 
that are almost integral to the 
social gay experience. 

Ronstadt opens the album 
with one of the three Karla 
Bonoff songs she sings, "Lose 
Again," a typically schizo¬ 
phrenic song pitting an aware 
ego against a powerfully-hooked 


heart. Chillingly beautiful, 
"Lose Again" is a plea to be 
saved "from my heart./I know 
it's insane/'cause Til love you 
and lose again." One of the two 
songs she herself took up pen 
for, "Try Me Again," is another 
poignantly gorgeous tune which 
highlights Linda's painful 
awareness of the kind of experi¬ 
ence where one lover wants to 
rekindle a dead romance. Both 
these songs lay it bare in the 
spiritual mold of an earlier 
Ronstadt masterpiece, "Love 
Has No Pride." Other songs on 
the album which hit on Essen¬ 
tial Ronstadt are "If He's Ever 
Near," about hoping, trying, 
giving up finding, that one 
"right" love; "Lo Siento Mi 
Vida," a beautiful Mexican love 
ballad; Warren Zevon's "Hasten 
Down the Wind," a Beatlesquely 
interpreted Ronstadt-Don 

Henley duet dealing with love's 
anguish from the male point of 
view; Tracy Nelson's "Down So 
Low," about the all too familiar 
pain of love-lost; "Someone to 
Lay Down Beside Me," dealing 
with settling for something less 
them true love; Willie Nelson's 
"Crazy," a light, bluesy barroom 
song which kind of chalks it all 
up to craziness. 

"Rivers of Babylon/Give 
One Heart" is an intriguing 
reggae number which is 
pleasant to listen to if a little 
puzzling to figure out com¬ 
pletely. The two songs on the 
album which don't hit the 
bittersweet depths that 
Ronstadt can bring us to are 
"The Tattler," almost Mary 
Hartmanoid in its superficiality 
while so musically rich as to be 
one of the best-sounding songs 
Linda has ever done; and 
"That'll Be The Day," a superb 
rendition of the 1957 Buddy 
Holly hit, which, for very good 
reason, is Ronstaidt's current hit 
single.

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they were reminded bluntly that 
gay people want action on their 
rights. 

Congressman John Burton, 
who is running in the 5th Con¬ 
gressional District, once more 
pledged himself to support gay 
rights. He promised to get 
legislation passed like the so- 
called Bella Abzug bill. 

He assured the audience 
that "gay rights will come first 
through the Congress rather 
than through the states." 

To answer those who 
questioned "when and how," 
Burton stated that he would be 
heading Bella Abzug's sub¬ 
committee now that she is out 
of office. In that position he 
felt he could do something 
positive. 

B. J. Beckwith pushed 
even further and chided the 
Congressman for ignoring the 
oppressive tax structure which 
puts the heaviest burden on 
single persons. 

Harvey Milk, in his role as 
Co-Chairperson of the meeting, 
introduced the Congressman. 
There was an exchange of sharp 
wit regarding the "Burton 
Machine" and the recent 
Assembly race between Milk 
and Art Agnos. 

Burton put it bluntly; he 
supported Agnos because he 
knew him well, had worked with 
him for years and respected his 
ability. Also, he noted, the 
race was in his local district, 


and he exercised his rights as a 
voter to take sides. 

He went on to point out 
that until that evening he had 
not even met Milk. Further¬ 
more, he said, he did not 
involve himself in political 
races outside of his local 
political district. 

"I was not anti-Harvey 
Milk;" he declared, "I was pro- 
Arthur Agnos!" 

John Burton was endorsed 
by those present. 

State Senator Milton 
Marks and his challenger, San 
Francisco Supervisor Robert 
Mendelsohn, squared off after a 
toss of a coin to determine who 
got to speak last. 

Mendelsohn won the toss 
but lost the endorsement. In 
fact, he lost by a wide margin; 
Marks took the endorsement by 
a ratio of 3 to 1. 

Marks, a Republican, has 
been in the State Senate since 
1967 when he defeated the now- 
Congressman John Burton. 

Marks has had a success¬ 
ful history of defeating Demo¬ 
crats in Democratic territory. 
He points with pride to his 
legislative record which, he 
contends, is "better than any 
other San Francisco member of 
the Legislature." 

As the co-sponsor in the 
State Senate of the now-famous 
AB 489, the consentual sex bill, 
and one who worked hard for its 
passage, Marks has obviously 


won gay support for his re- 
election, as indicated by the 
heavy endorsement. 

As expected, Jimmy 
Carter was the favorite of 
those present at the meeting, 
and he got a lopsided endorse¬ 
ment over President Jerry Ford. 
No one was there to speak for 
or against them, but they were 
on the ballots. 

The U.S. Senate race 
between the incumbent Demo¬ 
crat John Tunney and Repub¬ 
lican S. I. Hayakawa gave the 
narrowly won endorsement to 
Tunney. 

The Tom Hayden chal¬ 
lenge to Tunney in the pri¬ 
maries has left its scars. Also 
there was no one there to speak 
for Tunney, and there was Gene 
Prat, who ran against Sheriff 
Richard Hongisto in the last 
election, to speak for 
Hayakawa. 

Despite the bitter attack 
on Hayakawa for having been 
accused of saying, "I am deeply, 
deeply, deeply prejudiced 
against homosexuality, and I 
will vote that way," the vote 
was close! 

Prat did not answer the 
charges; he hedged and did not 
deny the statement was made 
by Hayakawa and reported in 
the Valley Journal , Sunnyvale, 
California, on May 7, 1976. 

When confronted with the 
fact that Hayakawa was a self- 
designated homophobe and that 


Prat hedged in answering the 
accusation, Ray Broshears 
declared that it was on his 
advice that Prat refused to 
answer! 

It is a matter of record 
that Broshears supported Prat 
against the very popular Sheriff 
Hongisto. Hongisto won, of 
course, with overwhelming sup¬ 
port from the gay community. 

Phil Burton, incumbent in 
the 6th Congressional District, 
sent a personal representative 
to speak for him; and he got the 
expected endorsement, but not 
without getting some pointed 
advice sent back to him that 
gay persons will be expecting a 
lot more in the way of positive 
results now that he has 
achieved a position of power in 
the current Congress. He was 
given a reminder that gay 
voters helped to put him there 
and "what the voters giveth, the 
voters can taketh away." 

Naturally, Art Agnos got 
the endorsement in the 16 th 
Assembly District race and 
Willie Brown was endorsed for 
the 17 th Assembly District. 
Their not being present should 
not be construed to reflect any¬ 
thing more than the results of 
"differences" with the sponsor 
of the meeting. 

The same may be said for 
Leo McCarthy, who was 
endorsed for the 18th Assembly 
District without being present.

Swine Flu Program 
To Begin Oct. 23 

Swine flu shots will be 
given in San Francisco starting 
in late October. All persons 18 
years of age or older will be 
able to get the FREE flu shot. 
There are presently no plans to 
immunize healthy children and 
adolescents under 18 years of 
age, but those between the ages 
of 3 and 17 who are considered 
"medically high risk" (suffering 
from chronic illnesses such as 
asthma, diabetes, heart, lung or 
kidney disease, etc.) should seek 
advice from their usual source 
of medical care about a special 
swine flu vaccine for them. 

Many people have 
requested the "regular" flu shot 
b6 given; it should be under¬ 
stood that every year the flu 
shots contain a different vac¬ 
cine; and, for this year, the 
swine flu vaccine is the one 
being used. There is a special 
swine flu vaccine for the 


elderly (persons over 60) and 
medically high risk adults that 
gives protection against both 
swine flu and another type of 
flu called Victoria flu. The 
swine flu vaccines are safe to 
take. Some people will get a 
sore arm, and a few might 
experience a slight fever for 
only a day. Most people will 
have no reaction at all. 

Some 30 walk-in clinics 
will be operating to provide the 
public with swine flu shots 
(these will soon be published in 
newspapers and through the 
Health Department). In addi¬ 
tion to these clinics, seven mass 
immunization sites are planned:

Western Women’s 
Bank 

OPENS FOR BUSINESS 

San Francisco . The Western 
Women's Bank of Northern 
California opened its doors 
officially at 9:30 a.m. on 
September 28, 1976, at 235 

Front Street, San Francisco. 

According to a spokes¬ 
person for the bank, it will 
service the needs of women and 
single persons who traditionally 
have not been accommodated 
by banks. 

The thrust of the bank's 
policies will be to act sis a 
catalyst for the expanding role 
of women in business, finance 
and the professions. 

The first official 
depositor of the new state bank 
was Mei Li, who reportedly is 
the adopted 8-year-old daughter 
of a single working mother, 
Marianne Johnston. The child is 
of Chinese-Irish descent. 

"We felt that it was time 
that a bank offered women 
customers and employees the 
same opportunities that have 
been extended to men through¬ 
out the years," declared the 
Vice-Chairman of the Board of 
Directors, Dorothy Kulvin. 

There were three women 
behind the original plan for the 
bank: Patricia Connolly, Chair¬ 
man of the Board; Geraldine 
Hill and the above-mentioned 
Dorothy Kulvin. 

Starting with a capitaliza¬ 
tion of $1,300,000.00, the bank 


opened for business in a turn- 
of-the-century building that 
once formed part of the old 
waterfront of San Francisco. 

Reportedly, this is the 
third bank of its type, organized 
and founded by women, to open 
in the United States. 

To call attention to the 
occasion, Mayor George 
Moscone issued a "Procla¬ 
mation" and Secretary of State 
March Fong signed an official 
"Resolution" extolling the 
bank's anticipated virtues, while 
local political personalities 
showed up to be seen.

United Farm

Pot Smoking Flas 
Some Benefits 

San Francisco . Gordon 

Brownell, an active lobbyist for 
the National Organization for 
the Reform of Marijuana Laws, 
notified members of the local 
gay community at a recent 
meeting of Citizens for Justice 
that there may actually be 
some beneficial effects in 
smoking pot. 

According to Brownell, 
the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion has granted a Washington, 
D.C., mam, who suffers from 
glaucoma, permission to smoke 
pot therapeutically. This action 
was taken with the approval of 
the National Institute for Drug 
Abuse and the Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration, he said. 

Brownell noted that this is 
the first exception granted to 
the 1970 Controlled Substances 
Act. He pointed out that the 
1970 Controlled Substances Act 
classifies marijuana in the same 
category as heroin so that 
physicians may not prescribe it 
for legitimate medical uses.

Randall, age 28, was 
arrested earlier this year and 
charged with possessing mari¬ 
juana plants* At his trial in 
Washington, D.C., it was shown 
that he had glaucoma and was 
functionally blind in one eye 
and has seriously impaired 
vision in the other. He 
protested that only the use of 
marijuana relieves the pressure 
within his eyes and prevents 
him from going totally blind. 

Reportedly, the trial 
testimony developed the fact 
that only marijuana was 
effective in treating his 
medical problem. 

"All Tm asking," Randall 
told the court, "is for the main¬ 
tenance of my sight for as long 
as possible." 

In a recent report issued 
by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare called 
Marijuana and Health (1975), 
marijuana was praised as having 
the "most promising therapeutic 
applications" in the treatment 
of glaucoma, and as an anti¬ 
emetic for cancer patients 
receiving chemotherapy and 
possibly effective in the treat¬ 
ment of asthmatics. Other 
medical benefits are also being 
investigated, according to 
reports. 

Under current federal 
law, however, there are "no 
currently accepted medical 
uses." 

While his case is being 
appealed and reviewed by the 
courts, the needed marijuana 
will be provided to Randall by 
NIDA from the government's 
pot farm at the University of 
Mississippi, where the govern¬ 
ment grows pot for research.

WOMAN RAPES WOMAN 

San Francisco . After working a 
shift at the Tic-Toc near 
Candlestick Park, Virginia 
Ramirez, age 24, was heading 
home. It was the evening of 
Saturday, September 25. 

A student and part-time 
worker at the quick food place, 
Ramirez had waited some 
minutes for the bus that did not 
come when she was offered a 
ride. 

According to descriptions 
provided by Ramirez, two very 
well-dressed people in a well- 
kept automobile offered to give 
her a lift. After some hesita¬ 
tion, she was persuaded to 
accept the offer. 

Information obtained 

through official police sources 
indicated that a good measure 
of friendliness did develop 
among the three people in the 
car. The fact that Ramirez 
allegedly revealed her sexual 
orientation and may have joined 
the other occupants of the car 
in smoking pot suggested to the 
police that there had not been 


any force used to induce 
Ramirez to stop over at the 
residence of the other woman in 
the car. The residence was in 
the Hunters Point area, accord¬ 
ing to the reports. 

The story that follows was 
told several ways by several 
people. The events that took 
place will be a matter of legal 
action based on charges filed by 
the District Attorney's office. 
The case has been investigated 
by the D.A.; all parties have 
been interrogated, but guilt has 
not been established by any 
court. 

To prove her point, she 
had her body photographed 
after escape, and the D.A.'s 
office admits that the photos 
indicated that she may have 
been beaten. 

The woman charged con¬ 
tends the sex acts were 
consentual and that the victim 
submitted to the beating. 

When the investigators 
wondered why the victim did 
not attempt to scream out and 
try to escape, the victim 
alleged that the house was well 
locked and that there were 
warning bells on the doors and 
that she feared for her life and 
did not call out. 

After escape, the police 
and the victim along with 
Aviles of the D.A.'s office 
returned to the house of 
capture and the accused couple 
were arrested. 

In sorting out the facts, 
there were two different men 
involved. The one who drove 
the car on the Saturday night 
was not the same as the one 
who participated in holding the 
victim prisoner. 

When the couple was 
arrested at the house, the 
victim was also interrogated by 
Aviles. At that time, questions 
were put to the victim regard¬ 
ing her sexual orientation. The 
fact that the questions were 
raised regarding her homo¬ 
sexuality evoked some 
criticism. 

However, the questions 
were considered necessary by 
the investigator to get the right 
perspective on what exactly 
may have been going on. At 
least that is the contention. 

For a time after the 
arrests were made, there was 
some speculation whether or 
not the D.A. would prosecute 
the accused. Fears of discrimi¬ 
nation and disinterest were 
voiced. 

The D.A. was subjected to 
a great deal of pressure to 
handle the problem fairly for all 
parties concerned. As it was 
pointed out, it is one thing to 
accuse and quite another to 
prove charges and make the 
charges stick.
